Dear Captain Marlow: 


The Office of the Attorney General received the enclosed complaint alleging the Orange 
County Sheriffs Office (the "sheriffs office") is overcharging for copies of public 
information under the Public Information Act (the "Act"), chapter 552 of the Government 
Code. The complaint was assigned ID# 561390. 

The sheriffs office received a request for nineteen categories of information related to 
specified officer involved shootings during a specified time period. Due to limitations of the 
RMS software the sheriffs office uses, the requestor amended her request. The sheriffs 
office quoted the requestor a charge of $63.00 for seventeen paper copies responsive to her 
amended request. The requestor believes the charges are excessive. 

The sheriffs office has itemized the charge for copies as $1 .00 per page. This office notes 
a governmental body may charge $0.10 per page for paper copies. See 1 T.A.C. § 70.3(b)(1). 
Further, because the responsive information provided is less than fifty pages, the sheriffs 
office may not include costs of materials, labor, or overhead. See Gov't Code § 552.261(a). 
Accordingly, the total amount the sheriffs office is allowed to charge for seventeen paper 
copies is $1.70. Therefore, the sheriffs office is required to notify the requestor of the 
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amended charges to receive copies of the requested information. On receipt of a copy of the 
notice to the requestor, we will close our file on this matter.
